The prior art Shaman discloses the concept tried 
by Shaman of royalty of unrestricted shares (admitted by the Applicant - remark page 2) and also see page 4 of office action paper number

In response to applicant's argument that "Combining the disclosures of Buistand Fenster is implicitly admitted ..." If collecting royalty fee 
from transaction (buying/selling) of the shares of co-op makes sense why not applied to restricted, unrestricted, fungible, or other types of 
shares, which predictably will generates income for the issuer of the stocks and it is worthful to try collecting royalty from buying and selling 
stocks.
